Senator Cummins said, "but 1 always 
:iave believed thai one term is enough. 
The great responsibility and the great 
strain of the office are, fnore than any 
man can stand. Tho president, is re- 
quired to exert himself almost beyond 
the hounds of human limitations. His 
cares and worries break him down. 
Human frailties are too great In stand 
the strain which the presidency places 
on a man. We should limit the pres- 
ident to one term. It might be made 
a six year term, but I am not so sure 
about that even.

IKE It held very cheaply in the 
Solomons—a man's life can be 
bought for a. single ntrand of 


shell money—and nowhere Is it as 
cheap a» In Malaita, a stronghold of 
murderers and cannibals. 


It was here that I met one of the 


most notable of the 
professional 


killers who Infest the .Solomons, and 
especially Malaita. 
Juat the week 


previous he had 
killed his own 


brother for a handful of shell money. 
He was a slender, cruel-faced man 
•with cunning eyes. 
He wore great 


earrings. 
Tufted armlets 
adorned 


his upper arm; a necklace hung 
about hi« neck, and in his hair were 
stuck the two bright quills which 
are so often worn by men of his 
tribe. 


The large and mountainous island 


of Malaita lies some forty miles to 
the eastward of Tulagi, and even a 
luxuriant vegetation fails, to soften 
the harsh outline of its rough, rug- 
ged, caral-bou.nd coast. 


Great barrier reefs stretch from 


one end to the other, and the lagoons 
between these outer barrier reefs 
and 
the 
rugged, 
jungle-covered 


mainland are dotted with hundreds 
of small fortified islands. 


Among these and from the coasts 


Of 
Malaita 
labor-recruiters, 
or 


"blackbirders," have secured much 
of the black labor for the Queens- 
land plantations 
o£ Australia and 


those on other groups ofsislands. 


The British Governor could not 


accompany us to Malaita, and the 
trip would hardly have afforded him 
any pleasure, since this home of 
cannibals has always proved a sore 
spot in his administration. 


In some parts of the Solomons a 


tax has been levied on the inhabi- 
tants, but Malaita has always re- 
mained exempt from taxation. 


"What is th« use of levying a tax 


when It would be impossible to col- 
lect it?" protested 
the Governor. 


And although the Island is thickly 
populated there art regions that the 
Government has itever attempted to 
bring under control. 


But no obstacle has deterred the 


British Governor from persisting- in 
his efforts to exterminate the pro- 
fessional killers in the Solomons. 


Thty Kill Stealthily. 


Among the fierce tribes of Malaita 


are many professional killers who do 
not hesitate to murder even their 
close relatives for a few trinkets or 
a string of shell money. The killing 
ij always done by stealth. They go 
to the house of the man or woman 
appointed to die ,and in a 
most 


friendly manner enter the house, and 
tell their intended victim that they 
are hunsry. 
While food 
IB being 


prepared and the back of their en- 
tertainer turned they slip up behind 
the unsuspecting man and brain him 
with a war club. This club is made 
of hard wood, ,about three feet in 
length, with an end shaped like a 
big diamond. It In very heavy, and 
a blow delivered with it crushes the 
skull and Is always fatal. 


The British Governor has not hat 


soldiers enough in the vicinity of 
Malaita to stop all the tribal fights 
on the island, but it does maintain 
constabulary at the different sta- 
tions to capture these professional 
killers, and in this work they are 
aided by thi local inhabitants, who 
secretly point them out Natives are 
anxious to have these dangerous 
creatures apprehended, as no man 
knows when his own turn may come 
to be assassinated. 


When, captured the professional 


killers are taken to Tulagi, where 
they are Riven a fair trial before a 
British court, and generally hanged. 
One may see these fiends in the 
prison at Tulagi. where the thatched 
domiciles of prisoners are surround- 
ed by a palisade fifteen feet high 
and "terminating in sharp 
points 


Armed guards on each side the one 
entrance-to the enclosure watch over 
the prisoners until the clay when 
they must pay the penalty for their 


ieds. 


Beautiful Florid* Islands. 


Many of the natives imprisoned at 


Tulagi have only committed minor 
offenses and have been put to work 
building roads and making Florida 
Island a paradise of beauty. 


This long island oT Malaita. shaped 


like a srent green serpent stretched 
upon the sea, has not been surveyed, 
and its water are full of peril for 
shipping, but a little harbor at Auki 
was known to be good, so we sailed 
into Auki Bay. scarcely more than a 
cove behind a beautiful small island 
in tho lagoon, and bad no sooner 
anchored than the water around was 
swarming with canoes of natives 
who had come from the small and 
less vicious island to visit us. 


The canoes off Malalta are so 


wobbly thnt a white man cannot sit 
in them at all. and natives have be- 
come so accustomed to tipping over 
in them that .1 have seen the Inse- 
cure craft capsize In forty feet of

KAY SILVER, national legislative agent of the farm 
federation, is opposed to the proposition that the gov- 
eminent shall buy wheat to help out the farmers. 


That may be surprising, but it is not as refreshingly so as 


the fact that Mr. Silver has the courage to speak right out in 
meeting. 


Like all demogogic propositions, to have the government 


to buy wheat is one that has a peculiar appeal to the selfish- 
ness of the individual. But, Mr. Silver, if he consider that, is 
not afraid to face it1, and is willing to accept the consequences 
of opposition. 


Better \than all he is able to give conclusive reason for the 


faith that is in him. He argues irrefutably, that such a scheme, 
Enacted into-law, would 
defeat its 
ostensible purpose.

jrould cause the farmer to neglect the only remedies that can 


aeliorate bis situation. Farmers must learn something of the 
rket conditions of the world. When they are not favorable 


to% certain product they must reduce its acreage, and 
plant 


othlr crops. In the meantime they must go ahead and perfect 
theirS,co-operative -sales organizations so as not to glut the 
markeVat any one time, thus to stablitize prices. 


It isS^Ir. Silver's contention that if the government fixed 


prices, theh the farmer, thinking himself to be fed out of the 
government spoon, would soon pile up a huge and unmarket- 
able surplus that would spell his ruin and that of the nation 
as well. 


How trur- that is. The government can wave no 
magic 


•vrand. To buy wheat 't would require money, millions upon 
mill'ions. Money can only be got by 
taxation. 
The farmer 


must pay a full part nf the taxes. "Taxes are a burden upon 
him now: they would crush him down utterly if such schemes 
as the government bolstering up the prices nf 
his product 


were entered upon.
